The immigration into the 
United 


States within the last few years has been 
simply enormous. Since 1864, accord- 
ing to the Government Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, no less than six million eight 
hundred thousand persons have landed 
from foreign shores. 
Probably not less 


than ten million have been added to the 
population, or one-fifth of our present 
entire pnmber. This is a condition of 
affairs that can be found in no other 
country, and shows that oars is the most 
cosmopolitan people on the face of the 
globe. The only wonder is that amid 
such a constant changing of ideas and 
customs as this vast and continuous im- 
migration must naturally entail the po- 
litical complexion of the country is not 
more disturbed. The two great parties 
which divided the people up to the time 
of the rebellion, twenty-one y«ars ago, 
still hold sway and are BO nearly evenly 
divided to-day that each claims, with 
mere or less reason, to be slightly in the 
majority. This would make it appear 
that the new-comers, as they become as- 
sociated with our own people and ac- 
quire a knowledge of the politics of the 
country, range themselves about equally 
on either aide. And yet, if the wave of 
immigration should continue to swell in 
the next quarter of a century as it has 
in the past, who can tell what party will 
be in the ascendency at that time, or 
what will be the leading questions of 
the day? It can hardly be expected that 
the new voters will be governed by past 
issues—questions in which they had no 
interest, of which, in fact, they knew 
nothing.

California Silk Culture. 


The Census Bureau has issued a 


monograph on the silk industry of the 
United States. It contains a history of 
the different afforts made to produce 
raw silk in this country. It says that 
the cultivation of tha mulberry was be- 
gan in California in 1854, and silk 
worm eggs were received there in 1860. 
{n 1865 about 250 pounds of cocoons 
were obtained, and the product reachiid 
1,900 pounds in 1868. The enterprise 
arrived at its highest point in 1870, 
when more than a million mulberry 
trees were growing in the State. This 
industry was encouraged by an Act ol 
the California Legislature in 1865-GG, 
giving a bounty of $250 for tha plant- 
ing of 5,0000 mulb»ry trees, and $300 
per 100,000 cocoons. The operation of 
the law, however, proved unsatisfactory, 
and it was soon repealed. An attempt 
to pass a new Act, "To encourage silk 
culture and manufacture," was defeated 
in the California Senate in 1872. The 
report further says that silk raising 
in California is now almost extinct, 
owing to the reaction against tbe spec- 
ulative mania.

How They are Treated iu a Certain 


Aaylnm—An Interesting Account. 


In the Ward's Island Asylum there 


are now between 1,000 and 1,250 pa- 
tients falling under the general divisions 
of mania, melancholia, dementia, amen- 
tia and paresis generate. Many of these 
are not only insane, but sick aud under 
medical treatment; some are too feeble 
to do any wort; some are too violent, 
and some are too imbecile. 
But after 


subtracting all these classes, there are 
left a large number who have the intelli- 
gence, the strength and the skill neces- 
sary to make them valuable in the work- 
shop. In regard to the employment of 
such persona as these, Mr. MucDonald 
gave the following facts from his exper- 
ience. 


Oat of the 1,200 or more patients, 


about 400 are available for work. In 
this estimate those who do light chores 
iu the building are not included, but 
simply those who pursue some regular 
calling for seven or eight hours a day. 
It might be supposed that they would 
have some unwillingness to work; but. 
on the contrary, they show much en- 
thusiasm often. Of course much care 
must be exercised in selecting men for 
occupations which require the use of 
tools. But only the most docile and in- 
telligent ore chosen for these depart- 
ments, and they are carefully searched 
every night to see that they have se- 
creted 110 tools. 
It sometime -happens 


that patients become sullen or flighty, 
and refuse to work. In such cases they 
are allowed to remain idle until the 
spell passes away, when they are glad 
to begin again. In the mechanical de- 
partments a sane foreman, is employed 
who directs the workmen. 
Though 


they arc fond of employing themselves, 
yet, with, the oaprioionsness ef lunatics, 
they soon grow weary of doing the same 
thing all tbe time. And so recreation of 
some kiucl is necessary. 
They are 


therefore taken out for walks, or allowed 
to play foot-biill in the yards, or to Dlay 
a sort of quoits in the halls, which con- 
sists in pushing a round wooden disk 
over the smooth floor, the object being 
to make it land in u chalked circle. 
?here is also a pleasant amusement 
ooin, with a stage, in which concerts, 


ys and readings are given from time 


o time. The patients enjoy these en- 
ertainments with all the delight of ohil- 
Ireu. It lact, in tbeir work and play 
hey hive to be treated as children. 
On'Suudays there are two religious ser- 
ices in the chapel—Roman Catholic in 
he morning aud Protestuut in the after- 
noon—and strange as it may seem these 
services are enjoyed by the patients 
mainly as a recreation, especially the 
mnsic. 
These preliminary

will servo to show just what cnu and 
cannot be done, in the way of employ- 
ng tbe insane iu remunerative labor.— 
few York Tribune. 


Farley's Desert Land Bill. 


The Senate Committee on Public 


Lands reported favorably Monday morn- 
ing on Senator Farley's bill to extend 
the time for making proof and payment 
on desert land entries. The bill pro- 
vides that in all cases where declaration 
of intention to reclaim desert land has 
been filed, or may hereafter be filed, 
and satisfactory proof of the reclama- 
tion of the land has not been made, or 
shall not hereafter be made, within 
three years after filing the declaration 
of intention, and the failure to make 
proof is due to the difficulty in getting 
water, or to the great labor and expense 
in constructing irrigating ditches, or to 
some other cause not prejudicial to the 
validity of the entry or the good faith 
of the party making the same, the time 
for making proof and final payment, is 
extended two years. 
Proof of good 


faith and intention, in the application 
for extension, must be made to the sat- 
isfaction of the Commission of tbe Land 
Office, under such regulations ag he 
may subscribe.

The JLtqaor Question In Politics. 


The temperance movement, as a pow- 


er iu politics, has appeared for the mo- 
ment in the affairs of some of the States, 
Ohio in particular. , The Pond liquor 
law was applied in Cincinnati yesterday, 
and litigation and excitement will be 
the result for months to come. It is 
said the State will go Democratic, at .the 
next eleotiou by raason of tbe identity 
of the Republican party with these 
harsh temperance measures. The tem- 
perance issue is like any other issue of 
minor importance in a governmental 
sense. No party can be successfully es- 
tablished on a principle which belongs 
properly to the domain of moral influ- 
ences. The principle on which a party is 
successful is always one of general im- 
port and is practical in its nature. A 
principle may be sentimental, such as 
the desire for unity which has at times 
animated the politics of the United 
States, Germany and Italy, but it did not 
search into the individual lives of men, 
or control their habits of pleasure. A 
broad idea, such as that of free trade, 
will occupy the attention of the public 
to the exclusion of mere ideas on police 
regulations. 
It is easy enough and 


well enough in years when the gen- 
eral principles of a party to which a 
votar belongs will not be jeopardized, for 
him to unite in a rebuke administered 
to some evil by people irrespective of 
party . The Prohibition party has a per- 
fect right to exist, and it will eventually 
accomplish a great deal of good. 
In 


New Hampshire the efforts of the tem- 
perance party will be detrimental to the 
Republicans for the time being, but as 
before intimated, this will only be indic- 
ative of a certain moral principle under- 
lying the masses. The attempt to make 
a National party out of tbe Prohibition- 
ists will be futile. la point of fact, no 
politician of any sagacity whatever will 
abandon the great parties of the coun- 
try to assume tbe leadership of an im- 
practicable movement. In Maine, the 
defection from 
the Republican and 


Democratic parties, it is hoped, will be 
so strong as to cause the one or tbe 
other of them to espouse the principle. 
Even this 'ocal effect will have no influ- 
ence on tbe national parties. Local 
prohibition is a very different thiug 
from national prohibition. Only mon- 
archies aud despotic govsrnmeuts at- 
tempt to control the morals of its peo- 
ple after that fashion. There is to be a 
liquor war iu the approaching elections 
in Iowa, Kansas and Minnesota. The 
temperance movement is animated by 
the best of motives, but indirectly it de- 
moralizes politicians, and leads to much 
disgusting hypocrisy. The liquor law 
can never be of national concern.
